A CORNER IN FEATHERS 


AMUSING TALE OF THE RETURN 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA, 


The Volunteers Who Robbed a Mer- 
chant of His Ostrich Plumes After 
the Boer War Proved Too Clever 
for the Searchers, But Their Plot 
Was Finally Discovered—Then the 
Innocent Privates Profited. 


Towards the close of the Boer War 
a company of volunteers were camp. 
ed at Green Point, Cape Town, await- 
ing to embark on their homeward 
voyage. It was during this tempor- 
ary stay in Cape Town that the fol- 
lowing amusing incident took place. 
Every day a number of Jews. went 
round the camp offering a collection 
of curios for sale, which the soldiers 
readily bought to take home as pres 
ents. One morning the daredevil ol 
the company (a sergeant who had 
narrowly missed being reduced ta 
the ranks on many wecasions) went 
round the camp and gave the follow- 
ing order: “‘The general commands 
that all goods offered for sale by 
hawkers ™ this camp shall be con- 
fiscated.”. The command was taken 
seriously, as the N.C.O. was on duty 
at the time he gave it. 

Presently a hawker came into camp 
earrying a Gladstone bag full of 
ostrich feathers. He entered one 
tent smiling, and saying “With your 
permismion’” knelt down and opened 
the tmg. As he was displayiny his 
feathers and talking freely with the 
men two crept quietly behind him 
with a blanket, and before he wa3 
aware of anything he wag trussed 
up, a struggling mass of humanity 
in the blanket. The bag and contents 
were immediately pounced upon and 
carried to another tent by the cul- 
prits to divide the spoil. On opening 
the bag a great surprise was in store 
for them, for instead of their captive 
being an unlawful hawker, as_ they 
eupposed, the contents proved him to 
be the representative of one of the 
leading firms in Cape Town. 

Here the men were in a fix, they 
could not go back now, for the man 
had got loose from his bonds and 
was searching around for his bag. 
Had ‘he reported his loss to the of- 
ficer at once a search would undoubt- 
edly have been made and his bag 
found, but he went to his firm, who 
reported the case by letter. During 
the night a consultation was held by 
the men, and it was decided to carry 
the thing. out to the full extreme, as 
it would go hard with the persons 
who tried to explain matters. Vari- 
ous suggestions were given, and it 
‘was decided to throw the bag into 


the sea and distribute ‘the contents.. 


But how was the feathers to be hia- 
den, for a search was sure to. be 
made the following morning, and the 
company was due to sail in the after- 
moon? A bright idea struck one of 
them, and each took a feather and 
thrust it down the barrel of his rifle 
and replaced the sight protector. 

Early next morning a search was 
made whilst the men were on parade, 
but without avail. Nothing further 
was heard of the matter until the 
‘wagons were packed and all were 
‘ready for marching to the quay. The 
march had just begun when an of- 
ficer came riding up and thundered 
ithe words, ‘‘Halt! Each man take 
one kit, open contents on the floor, 
and stand by for inspection.” 

It was amusing to see the. expres- 
sion on the face of the officer as he 
poked about the articles with his 
cane. He no doubt thought that if 
the report of the man was true he 
would surely find the feathers packed 
in some kit bag at the last moment. 
Nothing of an incriminating nature 
was found, and the men were allowed 
to proceed to the ship. 


On arrival at the vessel another 
surprise was in store for the men, 
for every rifle was immediately 


handed over to the arms room. A 
few days later, as the armory-ser- 
Geant was cleaning the rifles, he 
came across a feather snugly con- 
evaled in one of the rifles. He placed 
it back again, thinking it was a new 
way which the eoldier had thought 
of to bring his feathers home safely. 
But the next rifle was the same, and 
the next, which aroused his. suspic. 
ions, and he sent for the officer of 
the company. All the rifles were 
everhauled and about fifty feathers 
foand. 

The officer was in a dilemma, for 
he dare not send them back, still he 
did not wish to let the men have 
their ill-gotten gains, so he placed a 
feather in each of the rifles which 
had not contained anything. On ar- 
wival at the barracks the men pro- 
weeded to take the feathers out, but 
great was their consternation to find 
that the rifle of every man who was 
in the plot was empty, whilst those 
who had hud nothing to do with the 
affair had a beautiful feather each.

CONCILIATION BOARD MEETINGS 
HAVE BEEN ADJOURNED 


Disagreement Between Operators and| 
Miners Shows no Sign of Immedi- | 
ate Settlement—Miners Will Not | 
Return to Work While Negotiations | 
are Proceeding — Adjournment | 
Made for a Few Weeks. 


Fernie, B.C.—The conciliation board | 
meetings have been adjourned to meet | 
at the call of the chairman. Dr. Gor- 
don; after making a last effort at con- 
ciliation with the contending parties, | 
left for Winnipeg, accompanied by 
Mr. McNiven, fair wage officer, who 
has been acting as secretary of the 
board during the enquiry. Mr. Me- 
Niven is going direct to Ottawa. 

The reports that were to have been 
placed before the board by the chief 
accountant of the coal company and 
Secretary Young, were not ready when 
the board convened on Friday, and 
the matter was laid over. 

The secretary of the local union pro- 
duced the statement of the affairs of 
Gladstone local, and the coal com- 
pany presented its report of monies 
collected by check off from the mem- 
bers of the union and paid over to the 
secretary of the local. 

The board adjourned in order that 
the members of the two executives 
could meet the board in private to 
consult over a proposition submitted 
by the chairman looking to the pos- 
sible resumption of operations at the 
mines pending further enquiry by the 
conciliation board. Dr. Gordon in an- 
nouncing this purpose, said he was 
doing so as a matter of peace negotia- 
tions. 

The proposition he was going to 
submit was one of his own prepara- 
tion and had been the result of two 
other propositions presented to him 
by the two members of the board re- 
presenting the two parties to the dis- 
pute.

He was sure that both 
parties to the dispute felt the full re- 
sponsibility resting upon them in a 
matter of so much importance to both 
sides as well as their. responsibility to 
the public and’ he hoped that they 
would give it their fullest considera- 
tion. 

Adjournments were taken to afford 
each side an opportunity to consult 
alone and after a long consultation it 
was found that a satisfactory arrange- 
ment could not be arrived at and the 
board again convened and after re- 
ceiving the report from the chairman 
of the failure to agree the board ad- 
journed to meet at the call of the 
chairman. The date of meeting and 


place will be determined by the par- 
ties concerned.

CATTLE INDUSTRY ON WANE 


Have to Import Beef Into Many 
Alberta Centres for First Time 
in Their History 

Medicine Hat.—The annual meeting | 
of the Western S8Stock  Grow- | 
ers’ association was held in Medi- 
cine Hat recently, Walter Huckville, | 
the president, being in the chair, with 
the principal cattlemen of Alberta in 
attendance. 

The annual report of Secretary R. 
G. Matthews referred to the cattle in- 
dustry as being but a shadow of the 
past, beef having to be imported into 
many Alberta centres for the first 
time in their history. 

A fair understanding of the state of 
affairs could be gathered from the 
fact that the stock inspector at Win- 
nipeg during the past year turned in 
the proceeds of only 177 stray cattle 
as compared with 436 the previous 
year and 1,000 in 1909. The loss dur- 
ing the present winter, which was 
heavy in some parts of the west, was 


| attributed to the lack of rainfall dur- 


| 
ing the preceding summer, which ma- 
terially affected the growth of the 
grass. 

The books showed a balance on 
hand of over nine hundred dollars. 
A resolution was passed urging the 
provincial government to enact a hide 
ordinance calling for all the hides to 
be inspected and recorded before ship- 
ment and allowing none but butchers 
to slaughter cattle without afterwards 
exposing the hide.

The King and Queen 
drove in a semi-state carriage drawn 
by four horses without. riders from 
Buckingham Palace had been made 
for their use.

Government May Guarantee Bonds 


Ottawa.—In the house recently 
Hon, Geo. P. Graham, minister of 
railways, explained the government 
policy respecting railways. In intro- 
ducing his resolutions providing for 
a government guarantee of 3 1-2 per 
cent. on $35,000 per mile for that sec- 
tion of the Canadian Northern to be 
constructed between Port Arthur and 
Monreal, he -expressed the opinion 
that the agreement that had been 
made would be of the utmost advant- 
age to the entire Dominion, 

Explaining the provisions of guar- 
antee he said it was 3 1-2 per cent. 
fifty years bond that was guaranteed 
by the government. The road should 
have 80 pound rails with good modern 
bridges. C. N. R. would add to its 
guarantee and would stand between 
government and any possible loss. 


No Warships to be Built on Pacific 

Victoria, B.C.—According to the 
statement of William Denny, of 
Denny Brothers, Dumbarton, Scot- 
land, his firm will not be associated 
with the B. C. Marine Company in 
the establishment of a ship-building 
plant at Esquimalt. It is evident the 
government does not intend for the 
present at least, to build any of the 
vessels for the new Canadian navy on 
the Pacifie coast for, according to re- 
liable information from Ottawa, no 
provisions have been made in the 
tenders just received, for war-ship 
construction.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VII!1.—SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR MAY 21, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, Isa. v, 1-12—Mem- 
ory Verse, 11—Golden Text, Isa. v, 
22—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


Our lesson title, “Song of the Vine- 
yard,’’ must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, “A song of my be- 
loved touching his vineyard.” In 
Ezek. xv we learn that the only use of 
the vine is to bear fruit, and, failing 
in that, it is good for nothing. In 
John xv we learn that fruitless 
branches are gathered by men and 
burned, like the salt which has no 
savor and is good for nothing but to 
be trodden underfoot of men (Matt. 
v. 13). 

Verse 7 of our lesson tells us that the 
house of Israel is the Lord’s vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
His pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
yielding only wild grapes, described in 
the sixfold woe of the chapter and in. 
Hos. x. 1, as an empty vine bringing 
forth fruit unto himself. Accor ing 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, call things by their wrong 
names and sin. 

He brought them out of Egypt, cast 
out the nations before them and plant- 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and .their only hope was 
in the man of His right hand, the son 
of man strong for. God (Ps. lxxx, 
8-19). According to our lesson, He 
had done everything for them that 
could be done for a vineyard, but as 
in. the parable of Matt. xxi, 33-41, they 
beat and killed His servants and 
even the heir to the vineyard also. 
According to our lesson chapter, they 
regard not the work of the Lord. nor 
consider he operation of His hands, 
but cast. away the law of the Lord of 
hosts and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel (verses 12-24). 

His pitiful ery over them is always 
the same, whether through the proph- 
ets or through His Son. ‘I am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt. Open thy mouth 
wide and I will fill it, but My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israel would none of Me” (Ps, lxxxi, 
10, 11), “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem * * 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gath- 
ereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not” (Matt. xxiii, 37): 
Such unbelieving people who turn 
away from God and His word are said 
to be “drunken, but not with wine; 
they stagger, but not with strong 
drink”’ (Isa. xxix, 9). 

It is most interesting to note that in 
the chapter following our lesson chap- 
ter we have a vision of the earth filled 
with the glory of the Lord. Compare 
verses 1, 12 and 22 with chapter vi, 3. 
Better say contrast the drunkenness 
with the glory. Then note the same 
contrast in Hab. ii, 14, 15, and Eph. 
v, 18, and observe that at Pentecost 
spirit filled people were said to be full 
of new wine (Acts ii, 4-13). There is: 
no remedy for self righteous, self 
pleasing, unbelieving people, but such 
a sight of Jesus Christ dying for their 
sins as will break their hard hearts 
and lead them to ery, “God, be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner.’’ One cannot do 
this for another, but He'who said “I 


jam the true vine” said also concern- 


ing the Holy Spirit, ‘‘He will convince 
of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment” (John xvi, 7, 8). 


If we have been redeemed by pre- 
cious blood and been caused to see 
something of the beauty of the Lord 
it 1s not for us to condemn other 
sinners nor think them hopeless, but 
so manifest is Jesus Christ to them by 
word and deed that the Spirit may, 
through us if He will, reveal Jesus 
Christ to them and lead them to Him. 
There is just one thing that the vine 
is for, and if we are real branches of 
the true vine He will bear the desired 
fruit that God may be glorified if we 
truly abide, 


That fruit may not be any great 
thing that will gain the admiration of 
people, but just a meek and quiet 
spirit, patient and long suffering, it 


\may be, under great provocation or 


even cruelty. Think of the Lord’s pa- 
tience with Israel and with each of us 
and consider Him who endured lest 
ye be weary. Think of being strength- 
ened with all might, according to His 
glorious power, unto all patience and 
long suffering, with Nene st (Col. i, 
11). Remember that the fruit of the 
spirit of love, joy, peace, long suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, ‘self control (Gal, v, 22, 23), and 
all that is opposed is from the ad- 
versary. 

By the word of God and the spirit of 
God we must first be saved and then 
by the same word and spirit abide 
and bear fruit. The question of verse 
4, ‘‘What could have been done more 
to My vineyard that I have not done 
in it?’ suggests the question for every 
sinner, drunken or sober, for all have 
sinned and all are guilty (Rom, iii, 
19), What more could the Lord do 
that He has not done for your salva- 
tion? Consider John iii, 16, and ans- 
wer as to what more is necessary, 


If you do not yield to such love and 
receive Him as your personal Saviour 
and then so abide that He may bear 
fruit through you and gather fruit 
from you it must be true of you that 
you are despising His word and dis- 
regarding His great work on your be- 
half and thus continuing under the 
wrath of God (John fii, 98). 
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FITTING HARNESS 
TO THE HORSES. 


Both for comfort and real good serv- 
fee there is more in baving property 
fitting barness op horses than many 
believe. 


& prominent breeder. 

Any departure from the reasonably 
perfect fit should never be tuleruted, 
first, because it is often a cause of ac- 


cidents; second, because the harness | 


which is too tight or too louxe lessens 
the working capacity of the horse, and, 
third, because negligence on the part 
of the caretakers and good nature of 
the horse are the only excuse for a 
poorly fitting harness. 

Put the bridle on the horse and con- 
sider it critically. Is the browband of 
the proper length? Few browbunds 
fit as they should. They are too loose 
and cause the sensitive ears to be pain- 
fully pinched. Blinkers, those abormil- 
Mations to horses, which owe their 
origin to the defective eyesight of a 
foreign nobleman’s horse, are bad 
enough when in good condition, but 
carelessly kept they become warped 
and seriously obstruct the vision. 


Looseness Is Dangerous. 


If they flare or the neckpieces are | 
too loose they lose their effect in the | 


one instance and are dangerous, as af- 
fording fleeting glimpses of following 
‘vehicles, in the other. The checkrein 
thould be most carefully adjusted. If

the horse is compelled to hold his head 
too high he loses power, but to have 
the check just right gives him a chance 
to rest bis bead and neck. Bits are 
often too wide rather than too narrow, 

Horses should be rather straight 
shouldered, and sore or chafed necks 
are the outcome of collars which are 
too much bent at the top. Pads should 
not be too broad in the trees, especial- 
‘ly if the borse is tight in. flesh, and the 
ridge suffers unjess a housing is worn. 
‘They generally fit better when placed 
‘well back, and the girth does not get a 
chance to chafe the thin skin at the el- 
bows. 

The breastplates should not be al- 
lowed to dangle aimlessly about, as 
they have vital important duties to 
perform in handling the toad. ‘Tight 
\backbands are very dangerous, as they 
are inducive to kicking. Tight girthb- 
ing ts never necessary. 


Breeching Should Be Set Properly. 


The breeching should hang in the 
righy place and be just tight enough 
to come into play when the traces 


slack, Although the pole pieces must 
contro! the pole head constantly, they 
should not be drawn so tight as to jam 
horses aginst the pole, nor should they 
be allowed to dangle loosely. General- 
ly backbahds and girths are made 
large enough for some of our prebis- 
toric monsters and have from four to 
six boles each that never see a buckle 
tongue. 

Throatlatcher should always be quite 
loose, Coupling reins should be long. 
with several holes in the bit ends. 

When it ts desired to work a horse 
that has not been accustomed to work 
for some time or to break a young 
horse it is especially important to see 
that every part of the harness bas a 
perfect fitting. 


Horse's Neck Tells Story.

EXPERIMENT STATIONS. 


Work of These Centers of Agricultural 
Investigation. 

In the opinion of many qualified ob- 
servers the agricultural experiment 
stations are proving to be one of the 
greatest agencies of helpfulness in 
the United States. Under a law passed 
nineteen years ago ench of the states 
and territories receives several thou- 
sand dollars a year from the general 
government for this purpose. The 
states add about half as much more. 
These centers of practical investiga- 
tion concerning the plant and animal 
life of the farm in all its bearings are 
putting numberless theories and cus- 
toms to a rigid test. It was the prac- 
tice twenty years ago to cook food 
for domestic animals, but exhaustive 
investigations in feeding seemed to 
show that this is not profiteble, and a 
great change of custom bas resulted. 

The Minnesota station has accom- 
plished much in improving wheat, the 
Illinois station in improving the corn 
yield, the Wisconsin station in the 
diary and the California station in the 
reclamation of alkali lands. 

The experiment stations are gradu- 
ally correcting certain of their original 
mistakes. There was a tendency at 
first to a duplication of work. Each 
attempted perhaps to do too many 
things. Now there is better co-ordina- 
tion through the department of agri- 
culture at Washington. The stations 
also are specializing and devoting 
themselves more particularly to local 
interests. Each agency has its sphere 
of influence. It is well to have some 
men in the community set apart to 
make the experimental studies for 
which the individual farmer could not 
spare the time. Millicns of dollars in 
the aggregate may be lost by a single 
popular error If sufficiently widespread. 
To find out what is what is really the 
task stations are trying to perform.— 
New York Press.

of Sarawak as his reward. He ap- 
plied himself to civilizing the natives, 
fighting head hunting and _ piracy 
and building up trade with foreign 
countries.

Rajah Brooke died 
in 1868, and was succeeded by his 
nephew. the present ruler, who was 
knighted in 1888 by Queen Victoria.

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THE LATEST CORNER. 


Nackenzie Basin Is Canada’s Newest 
Canaan. 


Not because it was the least or of 
the least importance has this North- 
west corner of Canada been left for 
the last. Naturally those who were 
answering the call of the West set- 
tled first in the open fields where 
they could find themselves quickly 
and easily. Settlement, like traftic 
follows the line of least resistance, 
The settlement of the United States 
wc3 first on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Before the western outposts of civili- 
zation had reached mid-continent {t 
jumped across what. was known as 
the great American desert and began 
to pitch tents and build cabins on 
the Pacific. Across the land that lay 
between the East and the West, trans- 
continental railways were built and 
beside the iron trails, settlement fol- 
lowed. 

In the same way Canada is being 


conquered. The first settlement was 
on the line of the Canadian Pacific 
across the prairie provinces, later 


where the graders were building the 
Canadian Northern and later still 
where the pathfinders were setting 
pegs for the Grand Trunk Pacific At 
first the settlement. was slow. then it 
quickened at the touch of transporta- 
tion and by the time the new trans- 
continental line was through the rush 
was on. Even as the pathfinders 
blazed te trail through the wilds of 
Central British Columbia, settlers, 
adventurers, prospectors and land 
grabbers swarmed in along that trail 
until a considerable portion of the 
ferule valleys of British Columbia 
has changed hands. With only a frae- 
tion of the resources of this great pro- 
vince developed, with her mineral re- 
gions and gold fields barely’ prospect- 
ed, with her timber wealth and fish- 
eries almost untouched, British Co- 
lumbia added last yeAr, $100,000,000 
to tue wealth of the world. 

‘Now that the road, or at least the 
engineers who are laying out the road 
have reached Prince Rupert, the fin- 
anciers are turning their attention to 
the Athabasca and to that great un-| 
explored empire known as the Mac- 
kenzie River Basin. Longer and wid- 
er than the Mississippi Valley coun- 
try, with more native resources than 
most sections of its size, this north, 
country is sure ‘to call the capitalists, 
the explorer and the settler within 
the near future. Already two rail- 
ways have been projected in that di- 
rection and at least two others are 
looking that way. Apart from the 
agricultural resources, vast and valu- 
able of themselves, here is a country 
capable of creating tonnage for water 
auc rail transportation almost amaz- 
ing in volume. The potentialitiea of 
th Peace, the Athabasca and the 
Mackenzie River countri*s are so en- 
ormous that a plain description of 
what is here to be seen, to be had 
avec handled would read like a ro 
mance. And, as if to aid in the trans-| 
portation of these raw materials from! 


this teeming hinterland, nature has 
provided a system of water ways, riv- 
er and lake, of almost inestimable 
value to the future generations who 


will people the plains and find homes 
among the fir-clad hills of this far 
Northwest.
